$1,000 to tell us how to best g et the 
water from out towards Nachusa to 
the river, and boug ht a new safe to 
put this valuable information in 
for 
safe-keeping . 
Now, Mr. Editor, 
is it 
not time to call a halt in this mad rush 
of expenditure and elect men to the 
council who will briug us back to liv­ 
ing within our income?
